A RTHER R e e d K i m b a l l ha- a s t o r y on “The Provincial Edi­ 
tor’s Outlook,” published in February Scribner’*. 
For the bene­ 
fit of Dispatch readers it may lie stated that New York regards 
as provincial anything not in or of New York. Here is how* Kim­ 
ball dissects the "provincial editor" and his circumscribed out­ 
look : 
“The art of journalism is the art of interesting people in the 
things in which they would fwd no interest otherwise. 
It is the 
art of taking them out of them ^lves and their own special al>- 
sorptions and giving them something foreign to themselves to 
think about. 
It puts ideas as well as hapjwnings into the daily 
chronicle and stimulates curiosity on a thousand broadening m at­ 
ters which else would never be heard of. 
So far as this work 
is well done it cannot but be of service in retarding the set to­ 
ward specialism. 
But well don® it cannot be while all sense of 
proportion is lost in the unwieldy expansion of the modern news­ 
paper. 
“The function, then, of the provincial editor is to tell the 
world’s story and the local story in a space still somewhat limited 
compared with that of the metropolitan daily.
